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Missionary Sketches--No. 14, 
- There are many who will read this sketch that 
remember Bexsamen R. Sxunner. He was born 
at Granville, (Ms.) Jan. 7, 1808, and was the son of 
Rev. Ezekiel and Mrs. Sarah Skianer. From a 
youth he was instructed in the prineiples of relig- 
ion by a kind parent, who endeavored always to in- 
stil the principle, and then introduce means by 
which the principle could be brought into prac- 
The value of such early instructions was re- 
-| garded in maturer years as invaluable by the sub- 
“| ject of our present sketch. Mr, Skinner was a 
youth of an unusual lively disposition, and yet with 
all this he acquired a strong propensity for reading ; 
1}/and though young, he was always drawing some 
“| practical benefit from what he read. Oftentimes 
after reading the memoir of Brainerd, would he im- 
agine himself in that missionary’s place, telling the 
“untaught Indian” “of the Way, the Truth and the 
Life 7” and thus, inperceptibly, a spirit was form- 
ing within which in after years made him a bright 
ornament in the church. The wise counsels of a 
father had early directed his mind to the truth, but 
his love for the world kept him from a speedy and 
entire surrender of his heart to Christ. 
While at school in Colchester, in this State, his 
mind was once more awakened; and he resolved 
to forsake many of his boyish sports. But to use 
his own language, “the heart was not changed. I 
loved them still, and therefore I returned as the dog 
»| to his vomit, and as the sow that was washed, to her 
wallowing in the mire.” And on one occasion, 
being caught at prayer by a fellow student, he de- 
nied that he was at prayer,—so hard was it to be 
ridiculed for calling upon the name of the Most 
High. But this occasion was afterwards a subject 
of deep regret to poor Skinner. He feared lest he 
had denied his Saviour—lest he had rejected the 
Spirit, whose strivings shall not always be in vain. 
Conviction ever and anon thundered in his soul, 
and as often were drowned by the pleasures of the 
world, or the thoughtlessness of his heart. Many 
good resolutions were formed, and as often broken. 
He prayed and confessed his sins in the closet, but 
there was no rest fur his soul. 
He was afterwards engaged in an office in this 
city. And here, among strangers, and in a strange 
place, he had opportunity for meditation and thought. 
And when at night he retired to his chamber, his 
sins would recur to him in all their vileness, and 
he viewed himself as the chiefest of sinners. “At 
this time,” said he, “I feared to sleep,.lest I should 
awake in hell. My sleep, if I slept, was disturbed 
by frightful dreams, and my waking hours, when 
unoccupied by business, in mourning and tears.” 
But the true principle of religion, that salvation is 
not of works, but of grace, began to dawn upon his 
soul ; then he began to be at rest. And one morn- 
ing he found hims®lf unconsciously praising God. 
“Then,” said he, “1 felt the sweet rapture of his 
love, and was transported with joy unspeakable and 
full of glory.” From this time he enjoyed the com- 
pany of Christians, and the services of the sanctu- 
ary. He became strongly attached to the elder 
Mr. Cushman, and was much edified by his ;reach- 
ing. 
Ill health compelled him to return home, where 
he forgot his “first love,” neglected his duties, and 
wandered far away where the pleasure of religion 
is unknown, and where there is no rest for an un- 
happy soul. But the Spirit sought him out and re- 
stored him to the light of truth. And thus, after 
much doubting and many fears, after severe trials 
and wanderings, he found safety and repose in the 
bosom of his blessed Lord.

The cotton market is in a healthy but not a very 
active state. Prices have improved ashade, and 
with the settlement of the great question of the 
day, there will probably be more confidence and 
buoyancy in future. 

The Money market, considering the ministerial 
interregnum, is firm, and the stoppage of so many 
of the railway projects of the session by the change 
of ministry, will give increased confidence to cepi- 
talists, and quiet the fears of the timid.” 

In the House of Lords on the 25th, the corn im- 
portation bill passed without division, none being 
called for, the opponents of the measure merely 
expressing verbal dissent. 

The debate on the Irish Coercion Bill was brought 
to a close on the 25th. Ona division there appear- 
ed—for the amendment against the second reading 
of the bill, 2°2—against it 219. Majority against 
the bill and againstthe government, 73.

The commanding officer of every com- 
pany in this state shall, after each andevery parade 
required by law, make out alphabetical lists of the 
names of the pamene who shall have appeared arm- 
ed, uniformed and equipped according to law, and 
performed duty in his company on each day of 
said parades, and shall deliver the same (certified 
under his oath to be correct and true in all respects) 
to the commander of the regiment to which such 
company shall belong. * 

Ste. 31. The commanding officer of each regi- 
ment to whom the return in the preceding section is 
made, shall on or before the fifteenth day of No- 
veinber annually, make out a complete list of all 
the persons in his regiment, who appear from said 
roll to be entitled to be paid for militia service, and 
shall, afier the per diem shall be fixed by the adju- 
tant general and after the first day of January, an- 
nually, draw his warrant on the ceasurer of his 
county, directing him to pay the amount due to the 
persons named in said list; and the commanding 
officer of each regiment shall return tothe adjutant 
general on or before the first day of December, an- 
nually,the lists of the persons so to be paid; and 
the adjutant general shall on or before the first day 
of January, ascertain from the returns so made to 
hii, the amount of money which will be necessary 
to pay toeach officer and soldier of the uniform 
corps in this state, according to the provisions of 
this act, and submit the same to the commander in 
chief, who is hereby authorized to draw in favor of 
the county treasurers his warrant on the treasurer 
of this state, to be paid out of any moneys not 
otherwise appropriated, for the paymentof any sum 
that may be required to meet the deficiency in any 
city or country treasury for such purpose. 

Sec. 32. Any officer who shall neglec: to make 
the returns required in the preceding sections, shall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding one handred 
dollars ; to be recovered and paid into the treasury 
of this state. 

Sec. 33. All commanding officers of brigades and 
regiments shall annually, on and after the fifieenth 
day of November, transmit to the adjutant generala 
correct roster or list of the names of the persons in 
their staffs respectively, who shall be in complete 
and full uniform, and of the number of days each 
shall have done duty in full uniform required by law 
certified to under his oath that the same is true and 
correct in ail respects; and the adjutant general 
shall present the same tothe commander in chief, 
who shall draw his warrant on the treasurer, :lirect- 
ing him to pay the amount due the persons named 
in the said rosters or lists, after the adjutant general 
shall have fixed the per diem allowance each shall 
be éutitled to receive. 

Sec. 34. Any such commanding officer whoshall 
refuse or neglect to makea correct return as requir- 
ed in the preceding section, shall be liable to a pen- 
ality of not exceeding fifty dollars; to be recovered 
and appropriated as in the manner provide fur oth- 
erfinesin the _ section of this act. 

Sec. 35. The commandant of every company 
shall cause his non-commissioned officers to warn 
personally, or by leaving at their usual place of 
abode, a notice, all or any part of his company to 
any parade ; and if such notice be given r> some 
before any parade, shall be deemed sufficient no- 
tice. 

Sec. 36. There shall be paid for services ren- 
dered, annually, as directed by this act, not to ex- 
ceed the sums as fellows; to every commissioned 
(and) non-commissioned officer, musician and pri- 
vate, as specified in this act, while actually enga- 
ged in foll uniform, on parade and duty, viz: 

Ist. ‘To all non-commissioned officers, musicians 
and privates of any uniform corps organized in 
pursuance of this act, for every dav actually on 
duty al any parade required by law, one dollar and 
fifty cents each. ’ 

2d. To all commissioned officers of the line, be- 
low the rank of captain, one dollar and seventy- 
five cents each. 

3d. To all commanding officers of companies 
two dollars each. 

4th. To all field officers below the rank of col- 
onel two dollars and fifty cents each. 

ith. To all commanding’ officers of regiments 
three dollars each, for every day while on any pa- 
rade; and in addition, one dollar and twenty-five 
cents fur each day actually employed in hearing 
and deciding appeals for the remission, mitigation 
of penalties,—not to exceed ten days in any one 


year.

Sec. 37. The Governor for the time being shall 
be captain general and commander in chiet of the 
avilitia, and the Lieutenant Governor for the time 


being shall be lieutenant general thereof, except 
when called into service of the United States. 

' Sec. 38. The major general shall be appointed 
by the General Assembly andshallbe commission- 
ed by the Governor. 

Src. 39. All commissioned and non-commis- 
sioned officers shall be chosen by their respective 
companies; the commanding officer first causing 
notice to be given to those entitled to vote that he 
is about to lead them toa choice of such officers 
or non-cominissioned officers ; and such officers if 
approved by the General Assembly, shall be vom- 
missioned by the Governor. And all non-commis- 
sioned officers shall receive warrants from the 
commander of the regiment to which they belong; 
who shall have power to reduce to the ranks stich 
non-commissioned officers whom, on complaint 
made and dae notice given, he shall find guilty of 
miseonduct or negleec of duty. And all commis- 
sions made by the Governor to company oflicers 
shail express the day from which such officershal] 
respectively take rank, which shall be the day of 
the date of the general order directing the company 
tw be led to the choice. 

Sec. 40. The captain general shall appoint the 
lieutenant general, who shall have the rank of 
brigadier. ‘I'he captain general shall appoint for 
himself two aides-de camp who shall have the rank 
of lieutenant colonel. The lieutenant general 
shallappoint for himself two aides-de-campwhoshall 
have the rank of major. The major general shall 
also appoint for himself*two aides-de-camp, he shall 
also appoint for his division a division inspector 
and a division quarter-master. 

Sec. 41. There shall be allowed toeach uniform 
company at present existing or hereafter formed 
under the provisions of this act, fifty dollars per 
annum, asrent fora suitable armory in wich to 
preserve their arms and military equipmentsof the 
state. Such armory shall be underthe control and 
charge of the commanding oificer of the regiment 
in whose bound or district it shall be located; and 
such commanding officer shali cause to be depos- 
ited therein all arms and equipments received trom 
time to time for the use of his regiment, subject to 
the order of his supetior officer. ‘The quarier-mas- 
ter general of this State shall furnish, subject to 
the orders of the commander in chief, all neces- 
sary arms and equipments (suited to the particular 
company or corps belonging to each regiment) re- 
quired for camp and field duty; the same to be 
turnished at the expense of the State. The com- 
manding officer of each company shall be respon- 
sible for the safe keeping andreturn of all arms and 
equipments committed to his charge, and shall 
execute such bonds as the quarter-master general 
shall require from time to time; and no company 
shall be so furnished natil bonds for the safe keep- 
ing and returns of all arms, &c. shall be made out 
and approved of by the quarter-master guneral, 
and until a suitable armory or place of deposit 
shall be selected. ‘The comina@dingofficer of cach 
company shall avpoint a suitable person to take 


charge of the armory and all arms and equipments 
and other property of the State therein deposited, 
and to discharge all such duties connected there- 
with as shall be from time to time prescribed by 
the quarter-master general, Such person so ap- 
pointed shall receive a compensation nut to exceed 
one dollar per day for the time actually employed 
in cleansing guns, and other duties tndispeusably 
necessary tor the safe keeping and preservation of 
such property of the state as shall be committed to 
hischarge. His chargesand accounts shall be au- 
dited by the commanding officer of the regiment in 
whose district he shall reside. The quarter-master 
general shall from time to time make such orders, 
rules and regulations as he may deew proper for the 
observance of.all officers having charge of any ar- 
mory in which arms of the people o/ this state shail 
be deposited. Any person who shall wilfully in- 
jure such armory or its fixtures, or any gun, sword, 
pistol, &c. or other property of the state therein 
deposited, shall be deemed guilty of misdemeanor. 

Sec. 42. The quarter-master general may trom 
time to time require any officer to examine any ar- 
mory provided as aforesaid, and report to him the 
condition thereof and of the arms and camp equip- 
age therein deposited. 

Sec. $3. A quarter-master gencral shall be ap- 
pointed’ by the Senate, upon the nomination of the 
captain general, who shall have the rankof licnten- 
ant colonel, and shall have authority to appoint, 
with the approbation of the captain general, one or 
more assistants, for whose conduct he shall be re- 
sponsible, and may remove them at his pleasure. 
The duty of the quarter-master general shall be to 
take care of all the public property committed to 
him and belonging to his department, to execute 
all orders received from the captain general rela- 
tive thereto, receive such arms as the government 
of the United States may from time to time trans- 
mit to this state, and cause the same to be deposited 
in the state arsenal at Hartiord, and distribute them 
to the militia in such manner asthe commander-in- 
chief shall direct, to perform ail other services that 
may be required of him by law, to report to the 
General Asembly on the third day of its session in 
each year, and therein make return of a complete 
inventory of all the articles belonging to his de- 
partinent, specifying the piace or places where they 
inay be deposited, as also the amount consumed or 
expended since his former return, together with a 
pa‘ticular account of all the expenses or expendit- 
nres of money incurred in his department for 
which no account shall have been previously ren- 
lered to the General Assembly. Anil he shall be- 
come bound to the state Treasurer with sureties in 
a bond of twenty thousand dollars, conditioned for 
a faithful discharge of the duties of his office. 

Sec. 44. A commissary general] sha!] be appoint- 
ed by the Senate, upon the nomination of the Gov- 
ernor, whoshall have the rank of lieutenant colo- 
nel, and shall have authority to appoint, with the 
approbation of the captain general, one or more 
assistants, for whose conduct he shall be responsi- 
ble, and may removethem athis pleasure. [t shall 
be the duty of the commissary general to procure 
supplies forthe subsistence of the troops and issue 
the same, to execute ali orders received from the 
captain general, to perform all services that may 
be required of him by law, and report to the Gene- 
ral Assembly, invaribly, on the third day of its 
session, the state of thisdepartmen!; and heshall be- 
come bound to the} state Treasurer with sureties in 
a bond of twenty thousand doliars, conditioned for 
a faithful discharge of the duties of his office. 
Sec. 45. A pay-master shall be appointed by 
the Senate, upon the nomination of the Governor, 
who shall have the rank of major, whose duty it 
shall be to pay the troops their wages, to execute 
all orders received from the captain-general, to 
ayy such services as may be reauired of him 

y law, and to settle his account with the comp- 
troller, on or before the thirteenth day of April in 
each year. And for his services as paymaster 
general and in lieu of all other compenastion or 
emoluments he shall be entitled to receive one and 
a one-half per cent. on all moneys paid by him 
according to law, and he shall be bound to the 
state Treasurer with sureties in a bond of twenty 
thousand dollars, conditioned for a faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of his office. And in case 
either of the oflices of quarter-master general, 
commissary general, or py master general shall 
become vacant during recess of the General 
Assembly, the vacancy shall be filled by appoint- 
ment of the captain general ; and any person thus 
appointed shall hold his office antil the session of 
the General Assembly next after such appointment, 
Sec. 46. Every non-commissioned officer, musi- 
cian and soldier of any uniform company in this 
state, shall be holden to do duty therein for the term 
of eight years from his enlistment, unless disability 
after his enlistment should absolately incapacitate 
him to perform such duty, or he should be regularly 
discharged by the re officers, 

Sec. 47. It shall be the duty of the collector of 
State taxes to receive such commutation money, 
from time to time, as required by this act, and to 
givethe person socommuting areceipt forthe same, 
stating the town in which the same shall be so paid; 
which receipt shall be sufficient evidence to the per- 
son paying the same of his exemption as aforesaid, 
Sec. 48. Such collector shall on or before the first 
day of October in every year pay all moneys re- 
ceived by him as a commutation for military duty, 
to the treasurer of the county in whose bounds he 
shall reside, retaining on all such moneys paid, 
seven per cent. as his compensation. The treasu- 
rer to whom any such moneys shall be paid, shall 
deliver to the collector duplicate receipts therefor, 
one of which duplicates shall be filed by the coilec- 
tor with the county treasurer, and shail entitle him 
to a credit in the books of the county treasurer for 
the amount therein stated to have been received ; 
and no other evidence of such payment shall be 
received by the county treasurer. 

Sec. 49. Ifany collecicr of state taxes shall re- 
fuse or neglect to Pay to his county treasurer the 
moneys required by this act, or either of them, orto 
account for the same as — or to perform any 
duties required by this act,he shall forfeit to the 
ple of this state the sum of not less than twenty 
ve dollars or more than one hundred dollars ; to be 
recovered by any court of competent jurisdiction 
in an action of debt. 
Sec. 50. Itshall be the duty of the commandant 
of every company to keepa book or books in which 
he shall on the day of any parade required by law, 
register the names of delinqnents for non-appear- 


ance, disobedience of orders, unofficer-like or un- 
soldier-like conduct, or leet of duty, and th: 
names of all persons who shall be deficient in uni- 
form, arms, equipments or accoutrements; and 
opposite to and under such names he shail state 
first (as the case may occur) absence at any roll 
call; (stating the day and hour on which roll call 
was made;) second, disobedience of orders and 
wherein; tarrd, refusal and neglect of duty and 
what ; fourth, unoflicer-like and unsoldier-like con- 
duct, and what; ffth, deficiency in arms and ac- 
coutrements, and what. Each of the above delin- 
quencies and deficiencies shall in such book or 
books be fully written or expressed, with such ex- 
planations as he may deem proper to make ; and 
to each offence he shall affix the penalty imposed 
by law ; each person so offending shall be liable 
to pay, and said commanding officer shall at the 
close ef any parade notify, or within five days 
thereafter cause to be notified by any commission- 
ed or non-commissioned officer, all such persons 
as shall have incurred any penalty imposed by law 
and the amount thereof; also the day on which 
appeals will be heard by the commanding oflicer 
of the regiment. 

Sec. 51. It shall be the duty of commandants 
of companies, within ten days after any parade, to 
deliver such book or books to the commanding of- 
ficer of his regiment, certified to that each delin- 
quent therein named has been notified thereof. 

Sec. 52. Every such non-commissioned officer 
musician, and private who shall be returned in such 
book or books to the commanding officer of his 
regiment as being liable to any of the penalties 
therein mentioned, may appeal to such cominand- 
ing officer to remit or mitigate any such penalty. 

Sec. 53. Such commanding oilicer of a regi- 
ment shall cause to be read in orders at each roll- 
call, on any day of parade required by law, the 
time and place, within ten days after any such pa- 
rade, where he willhearall appeals; to issue sub- 
peenas for all witnesses whose attendance at such 
appeal may in his opinion be necessary in behalf of 
the people of this state, and also on application 
for all witnesses in behalf of any non-commission- 
ed officer, private or person returned for any delin- 
quency or deficiency.

of the fine, to be paid into the county treasurer. 

Sec. 65. The expenses of all such courts shall 
be allowed and paid as now provided. 

Sec. 66. Every collector of any town or city, 
in addition to the surety he is now required by law 
to give for all moneys received by him, shall, before 
he enters upon the duties of his office, give a bond 
with sureties in a sufficient sum, to be approved of 
by the selectmen of any town of which he is a 
resident, for the faithful payment of all moneys re- 
ceived by him into the treasury of the county of 
city in which he shall reside. 

Src. 67. All county treasurers shall report to 
the Treasurer of the s'ate the amouni of all moneys 
received as fines or commutation money by them 
respectively, by the first day of December, anna- 
ally. They shall also report to the state Treasurer 
by the first day of March, annually, the amount, 
and to whom paid, as before directed by this act, 
for militia service, and shall pay over tothe Treas- 
urer of the state the balance, if any in their hands, 
respectively of such fines and commutation money. 

See.68. The Treasurer of thisstate shall annu- 
ally, on or before the fifteenth day of December, 
transmit to the adjutant general a correct statement 
of the sum total paid into the respective city and 
county treasuries and the state treasury, from fines 
and commutation money. The adjutant general 
shall from the lists of oificers and men returned to
